And whereas he galsoF turning with the Timed, 
-whohath been more guilty of this then the genera- 
ity of Peedobaprifts, who in Queen AZary’s dayes 
were moft‘of them papifts,in Quecn Elizabeth's moft 
Were turned: Proteftints; thd Bifhops time moft 
were forBifhops, and the Purliaménetimhe moft 
were again{t Bifhops.;..and.' over and ‘befides all 
thefe, who are for Io.fants baptifm, ahd yet are thus 
divided: Let meadcl tomake ‘full meafure, Mafter 
Rude multitude in alhparts of the Chriftian world, 
who are alfo very zealous for infantsbaptifm. And 
_ yet this man dares fay, None are more contradih® 
vus.then Can any manthathath not 
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finned away. his con{cieace, fay fucha thing with- 


blufhiog? 


And whereas he faith, Adany of us are turned tobe 
Quakers and Kanters, &c. 1 Aniwer,Who buta man 
that was minded to tempt his la 
open his weakneffe, would have opened his 
fo weakly? Fordoe not moft ofthe Quakers at this 
day confift of fuch as came from the Church of 
England, and were never of any baptized Church? — 
But fuppole they were of us, as itis like were, 
| yet they left us, and their baprifm too, before they 
intothefe {traines 5 and we have by,our dealing 
them according to Chrilts rule, left them, ,up- 
ontheir leaving the truth.
